News from Crete Causes Wild En- 


thusiasm at Athens. 


FORT &GHU ATTACKED ASD CAPTURED 


Four Hnmdred Moilatn Prisoners Tfthen— 


Among; tbe Number Are One Hun- 


dred Turkish Soldier* — War 


Preparations Continue. 


Athens, Feb. 17. — The first definite 


news of a Greek victory in Crete has 
been received here, and the wildest en- 
thusiasm followed the receipt of the 
intelligence. The Greeks, it is said, 
attacked and captured Fort Aghia, 
taking four hundred Mussulmans pris- 
oners. Among the number are one 
hundred Turkish soldiers, the remain- 
der of the prisoners being Moslems 
who had taken refuge in the fort. 
Details of the report are lacking. One 
report states that no fighting occurred, 
the garrison surrendering upon the de- 
mand of the Greek commander.

no mention of any losses is made in 
any of the dispatches, it is surmised 
that this report is true. Notwithstand- 
ing the reports that the powers would 
take concerted action to prevent 
Greece from taking further hostile 
action of Crete, warlike preparations 
are being made with all possible dis- 
patch.

London, Feb. 17.—A dispatch from 


Athens this morning confirms the state- 
ment that Greek troops have landed at 
the 'oay of Kolyrabari.

One of the novelties exhibited at tha 


It 
contains an endless inner rubber tube. 
Tho outer shoe is laced all around on 
tho rim side on a crisscross plan of 
lacing. The ends of tho outer cover aro 
butted together and held in place by 
machinery belting stnds, which are in 
turn covered by a rubber strip to pre- 
vent them from chafing th§ inner tube. 
The makers claim the tire is water- 
proof; that it does not soften when 
moist nor harden when dry. They also 
•ay that it is nonpnnotnrable It weighs 
about tb* same M tho regtilation rabbet | 
tire and looks M if it might be apeedy. | 
The ball tire is also a novelty. Ninety t 
separate balls, made of rubber, are se- 1 
cured to aflaaged rim by an aluminium 
pin, inserted in the bottom of the balls. 
The balls are pressed closely together, so 
that a substantially continuous thread is 
obtained, and when the balls aro de- 
pressed by the weight «f tho rider the 
alight intervening spaces between the 
balU are wholly closed. The balls aw 
inflated by a pnmp similar to the ordi- 
nary bicycle pump, \\ith a hypodermic 
needle attached.
